Curlers plea with town over finances

The Didsbury curling club is appearing at town 
council's committee of the whole meeting Feb. 11 in 
an attempt to offset the club’s flailing fortunes. 

The club has been struggling financially for at 
least the past two years, running a $20,000 deficit in 
each of those years. Councillors will be looking at 
the financial picture of the club and then discussing 
those details. While council won’t be making any 
decisions regarding support the town might offer 
to the club, it will be discussing next steps in the 
process. 

The club went to the town’s last committee of the 
whole meeting on Jan. 14 and asked for a reduc¬ 
tion in the club’s rent and utility bill that it pays to 
the town. The club pays $5,306.04 per month plus 
GST in rent and a further $3,000-plus per month for 
utilities to the town. Beginning in October for the 
2014-15 curling season, the club will pay $5,412.16 
per month in rent, plus GST as per the five-year 
agreement the club signed with the town through 
to March 2016. 

“There’s a huge discrepancy between the amount 
(of money) that we bring in versus the amount that 
we have to spend. So we’re just trying to figure out a 
way to keep the club here,” said Jen Bommarito, the 
club’s president. 

Bommarito said the club’s executive surveyed 


neighbouring towns to find out what arrangements 
they have with their local curling clubs. Five of the 
municipalities that the Didsbury curling club sur¬ 
veyed had privately-owned clubs while five other 
clubs pay either no utilities to the municipality or 
no rent. 

“There was such a huge discrepancy between what 
we pay and what those other (clubs) pay,” she said. 

Bommarito estimated last week that there are 120 
members of the club, but that was also one of the 
items that council wanted to know for the meeting 
on Feb. 11. The largest sources of revenue for the 
club come from membership fees and bar revenue. 
Bonspiels also provide some revenue as well, but 
that is dependent on how many teams enter the 
tournaments. 

Asked if the financial difficulties the club is facing 
are serious in light of the fact that they’ve been going 
on now for at least two years, Bommarito said the 
club could go under if the situation goes on much 
longer. 

“It is critical. If absolutely everything stays status 
quo, we will not be able to run for very much longer. 
I think I can guarantee two more years, but after 
that it’s pretty questionable," she said, “and it’s a 
shame because our junior program is growing right 
now.” 

The club has about about 20 juniors. Bommarito 
said it would be good if those juniors had a place 
locally where they could keep learning the game. 


The club is busy on Mondays and Tuesdays for 
most of those two days, while the club also has 
Tuesday night curling. Westglen School students are 
also busy at the club during February on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Thursdays. 

Deputy Mayor Gail Nowlan said there is a cost 
to the town taxpayers for the facility and as users, 
members of the curling club need to pay their por¬ 
tion of that cost. 

“If they’re looking to have their lease renegotiated 
and come up with a lower amount that they’re paying 
for their lease, then that is an increased cost to the 
town,” she said. 

Nicole Aasen, the town’s director of community 
services, said the curling club pays for the full-cost 
the town incurs in running the curling rink for the 
six months it rents the space, minus the town’s insur¬ 
ance. It costs the town $139,831 to run the curling 
rink for the entire year. The town runs a deficit of 
$84,131 on the curling rink per year. 

Nolan said town officials have invited members of 
the curling club and anyone who may support them 
to come out to a meeting on Feb. 24 at the multi¬ 
purpose room of the Didsbury Memorial Complex 
to discuss the club’s situation. The meeting will 
also be an opportunity for community members to 
discuss the impact the town’s proposed 2.3 per cent 
municipal tax rate increase for 2014 might have on 
them and for a discussion regarding the helipad at 
the Didsbury hospital.

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Real Estate rebounding after slump in recent years

A total of 89 homes 
sold in Didshury in 2013 
according to MLS stat- 
stics returning to the 
near 90-mark for the first 
time since 2008, when 88 
homes sold in the com¬ 
munity. 

The value of homes 
sold in Didshury in 2013 
was somewhere in the 
middle of those years, 
sitting at $22,960.6(H). 
The high point for total 
sales and values of 
homes in recent years 
was 2007, when 130 
homes changed hands, 
valued at $35,447,970. 
The low point was in 
was in 2011, when 65 
homes sold, valued at 
$19,401,300. The low¬ 
est value of real estate 
exchanged in Didshury 
in recent years was 2012, 
when 77 homes sold in 
the community, valued at 
$17,104,400. 

Mel Crothers of Royal 
LePage Wild Rose Real 
Estate, said the market is 
starting to rebound from 
the recession. Because 
of the flooding that 
affected the Calgary-area 
last summer, Carstairs is 
starting to see a surge 
of activity. Crothers 
said while Airdrie nor¬ 
mally has about 500 
listings during the busy 
spring season, by July 1, 
2013, that number had 


dropped to 220. 

“They had a phenom¬ 
enal year. One of the 
things that happened 
was caused by what 
happened in Airdrie. 
And what happened in 
Airdrie was they got 
slammed by the flood¬ 
ing down south. All of 
a sudden there was a 
whole progression nort h 
out of the city and there 
was basically nothing," 
he said. “Those numbers 
in Airdrie that disap¬ 
peared, they didn’t really 
disappear, they just got 
sold so quickly that they 
were off the market.”

As a result, homes 
priced between $300,000 
and $500,000 that would 
normally be listed in 
the Calgary area were 
gone, so people started 
looking north. Carstairs 
saw 18 homes sell in 
May 2013, valued at 
$5.6 million, while there

were 120 hones sold in 
Carstairs in 2013 valued 
at $36,166,945. 

“Carstairs all of a sud¬ 
den almost doubled their 
sales and that’s because 
Airdrie got sold out, 
that was caused by the 
flooding. (Didsbury) is 
just a little too far north 
... which means we 
didn’t get quite the same 
impact. I think we got a 


little bit, but Carstairs 
really got the benefit of 
it,” Crothers said. 

The outlook for 2014 is 
positive, Crothers said, 
with people inquiring 
and looking for property 
in Didsbury. 

Crothers said he’s 
waiting until March to 
put six listings on the 
market, with six prop¬ 
erties already having a 


for sale sign on them. 
He said as long as sell¬ 
ers don’t overestimate 
what their properties are 
worth - and the banks 
agree on those values - 
people will buy. 

Intdications are that 
interest rates are likely 
to stay at the same rates 
as they are now for the 
remainder of the year, 
Crothers said, which is 


another positive for mar¬ 
ket activity. 

“There are buyers out 
there. There is a short¬ 
age of houses for sale. If 
stuff is properly priced, 
and people don’t get 
goofy, the stuff sells. 

“Buyers and sellers 
have to be aware of the 
true value and not the 
emotional value,” he 
said.

Public hearing set for 
designation of AGT building

Town council will 
hold a public hearing 
on Feb. 25 on whether 
to designate the AGT 
building on 19 Avenue 
as a municipal historic 
resource. 

Council gave first 
reading of a bylaw to 
designate the struc¬ 
ture its a municipal 
historic resource at 
its Nov. 26, 2013 meet¬ 
ing. The town then 
issued a notice of 
intention to designate 
the structure as a his¬ 
toric resource, which 
gives the owner — in 
this case the town 
— 60 days to appeal 


the potential designa¬ 
tion. After the 60-day 
period had expired, 
council can now go 
ahead to with the 
public hearing, which 
will allow' citizens the 
chance to comment 
on the potential desig¬ 
nation of the site. 

According to 
1 leritage Collaborative 
Inc., which drafted 
the building’s state¬ 
ment of significance in 
March 2012, the build¬ 
ing's architecture of 
a brick exterior with 
four brick pilasters 
w ith cast stone caps is 
an important piece of 
Didsbury’s early com¬ 
mercial years. The 
building dates from 


1920 and is the only 
one with its architec¬ 
tural features remain¬ 
ing in Alberta. 

The building was 
used as a telephone 
exchange until 1965. 

“We did a heritage 
management phut last 
year, which lays out 
the process, so that 
we’ve got a process 
that complies with 
provincial legislation,” 
said Karen Henry, the 
town’s manager of 
planning and infra¬ 
structure. 

The JV Berscht 
block was the first 
building designated by 
the town as a munici¬ 
pal historic resource 
in July 2013.

Before he took off for Sochi, former Didsbury 
resident Robin McDonald took some time to tell the 
Review about what he will be doing there.
